Greeks of New York Are Answering Their 
Country's Call to Arms, No Arbitra- 
tion Treaty for New Yorkers. Cum-

together money sufficient to purchase 
transportation to their brave little 
country. The meetings which have 
been held prior to their departure have 
probably been the most intensely 
patriotic held in this city since the days 
of our Civil War. The TOWNsSMAN 
correspoudent has attended several of 
these and the enthusiasm of their 
patriotism is utterly beyond description. 

There was a scene of rare dramatic 
solemnity at the Greek Church on West 
Fifty-third Street when Father Agath- 
odoros Archimandrite, of the Greek 
Church in America, read the call to 
arms, cabled to Consul-General Botaissi 
of this city, by the Greek Minister of 
Foreign affairs. The church was packed 
from pulpit to entrance. Not a sound 
could be heard save the deep, rich tones 
of the priest as he read the proclama- 
tion. “Then amid supreme silence he 
uttered a few words of earnest appeal : 


‘Your native country,” he said, 
“calls upon you to fight for her. No 
true Greek can resist that call, You 

!’ when that oP 
peal is heard. This is a struggle in 
which Greece is either to be wiped out 
of Europe or is to liberate our brothers 
in Crete.’’ 


When bis voice ceased there was a 
deep, muffled cheer from the congre- 
gation, The majority of the worship- 
pers were young and able bodied Hel- 
lenes, and they jumped quickly to their 
feet by the score all {over the church 
with the simple words — ‘‘Let us go at 
once, we are ready ! ”’ 

There are about 20,000° Greeks, in- 
cluding men, ‘women and children in 
this country. A large proportion of 
this number live in this city. There are 
twenty-five Greek cafés here, aud the 
walls of these are in some instances 
literally covered with placards bearing 
patriotic inscriptions. Hundreds of 
Greeks are willing and anxious to join 
their army but are unable to pay the 
transportation. There is as yet no ap- 
propriation to defray this expense. All 
the present available funds in this city 
are being used for the purchase of aims, 
ammunition and supplies. 

Up to the present writing, about one 
hundred and fifty men have left this 
city and every steamer takes more. 
Many of these are old soldiers. Speak- 


ing of them Mr, Botaissi sai‘: : 

*Those reserves belonging to the 
classes of ’66 and °69 who return to 
Greece, will be revisiting the battlefield 
of their youth, for these men saw fierce 
fighting in these years in the disturbed 
Island of Crete.”’ 


Representatives of the leading arms 
and ammunition manufacturers in this 
country are in daily consultation with 
Consul-General Botaissi. Heavy orders 
are expected if the Grecian question 
continues to be as gtave as at present. 
Greece will look to the United States 
for much of her war supplies. 


* * * * * * 


Feeling against the proposed Inter- 
national Arbitration Treaty with Eng- 
land is exceedingly strong in this city. 
Notwithstanding the misrepresenta- 
tion of certain newspapers and weeklies 
that advocate its ratification, the treaty, 
if put to popular vote in New York, 
would be overwhelmingly defeated. 
This statement is simply made after 
thorough and impartial investigation 
and observation. Since the treaty was 
first proposed sentiment against it has 
been increasing. England’s co-opera- 
tion with the Eastern Powers to crush 
little Crete and uphold the Turk, has 
not been calculated to diminish the 
feeling felt here thatthe United States 
should not agree to arbitrate with John 
Bull, the wide diversity of questions 
provided within the scope of this treaty. 

Opponents of the treaty under the 
auspices of the Monroe Doctrine League 
held a meeting in Cooper Union last 
Thursday night. The hall was trans- 
fered into a bower of bunting consist- 
ing of the national colors. The audi- 
ence packed every square inch of avail- 
able space, until’the police were obliged 
to close the doors. Patriotic music was 
furnished by the Fifty-ninth Regiment 
Band. The enthus‘asm of the immense 
crowd outrivalled anything seen during 
the past political campaign. Cheers 
and applause punctuated nearly every 
sentence of the eloquent speakers. The 
meeting was practically undivided in 
sentiment. A vote taken on the reso- 
jutions of the meeting which are stated 
below in part only, resulted in about 
three thousand affirmative, to about 
four negative. 
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f constant fear 


The first speakers of the evening de. 
voted special attention to refuting the 
statements made by speakers at a meet- 
ing called the previous week to advo- 
cate and urge the ratification of the 
treaty. At this so-called ‘‘peace” meet- 
ing the audience was much divided. 
When the resolutions were put,a tumult 
ensued and only by the utmost stretch- 
ing of Parliamentary law were they de- 
clared passed. At this meeting ex- 
Secretary of the Treasury Fairchild 
and ex-Judge Howland grossly mis- 
stated the contents of the treaty. Mr. 
Fairchild said that only claims of a 
pecuniary nature could be submitted to 
arbitration and no claims affecting gov- 
ernmental policy. Judge Howland also 
said that only pecuniary claims could 
be arbitrated. Both of these statements 
disagree with the text of the treaty 
which distinctly provides for three 
kinds of claims — pecuaiary, territorial, 
and thirdly, all questions of difference 
between the arbitrating parties, wheth- 
er they arise under treaty or not, must 
be submitted to the arbitration tribunal. 
Article VII of the treaty expressly pro- 
vides that all questions involving na- 
tional rights shall be arbitrated. 

A brief consensus of further opinions 
expressed in Thursday’s meeting is as 
follows: The proposed treaty will 
am unt to a virtual alliance between 
the United States’ and England. This 
is likely to entail complications with 
other countries. By our avoidance of 
any such alliances in the past, we have 
heretofore been free from all such com- 
plications. The treaty is not an imme- 
diate necessity, for there is hardly the 
poasibility of a war between the United 
States and England. The treaty should 
be postponed till England ‘ demon- 
strates, by the abandonment of ber ag- 
gressive foreign policy, which now con- 
stitutes one of the chief dangers to the 
peace of the world, that she seeks ar- 
bitration with us in the real interests 
of peace, rather than as a means of en- 
abling her to wage war elsewhere with 
greater advantage.’* In every previous 
instance of arbitration between the two 
countries, England has been the win- 
ner. It must not be forgotten that 
there will be a European majority, one 
of them a King on the arbitration trib- 
unal. An English paper recently stated 
that if the United States Senate amended 
the treaty so as to take the Monroe Doc- 
trine and the Nicaragua Canal problem 
out of the treaty it would be of little 
use to Lord Salisbury’s government. 
England has nothing to lose, all to 
gain. A false claim would cost Eng- 
land nothing. Where would arbitration 
begin, and where would it end? An 
impartial reader of history will find that 
.England has proven false. to nearly 
every great treaty she has signed both 
in the past and in more recent times.

HISTORICAL ANDOVER. 


TYRANNY. 


No. 53. 


In 1712, March 6, votes were passed 
at Salem to erase the records of Rebec- 
ca Nurse’s and Giles Corey’s excom- 
munication for witchcraft in 1692, 
with this preamble : ** Humbly request- 
ing the merciful God would pardon 
whatsoever sin, error, or mistake was 
in the application of that censure, and 
of that whole affair, through our mer- 
ciful High Priest, who knoweth how to 
have compassion on the ignorant and 
those that are out of the way.” 

A descendant on my mother’s side 
from the accusers and neighbors of 
Giles Corey, and on ‘my father’s from 
the accusers of Martha Allen, (also in 
my line), my own feeling has always 
been one of great pain, whenever I am 
called to inspect witch relics, and the 
display of the toy witches hawked about 
Salem Street till within a year, when the 
maker of the playthings died at the Od 
Man’s Home on Derby Street, has been 
p ‘culiarly offensive. Since I have be- 
gin to dig up the old feuds of 1692, I 
have felt a strong satisfaction in thibk- 
ing of the beautiful and life-long 
friendship existing between my father, 
a descendant of Thomas Chandler, the 
accuser, and Benjamin F. Wardwell, 
one of our eldest remaining descend- 
ants of Samuel, who suffered death at 
the hands of his ignorant brethren. 
is, therefore, with pleasure that, nt 
Mr. Wardwell’s request, I write the 
story of his descent, while he and oth- 
ers are with us to pick up the bits needed 
to fill out properly this work not before 
attempted. 

Wardhall, Wardle, Wardell, Werdall, 
Werdell, are some of the spellings of 
this ancient name,the true erthography, 
according to the best sources, being 
Wardhall, changed gradually to Ward- 
Samuel Wardwell of Andover in 
1672, was, without doubt, the son of 
that name born to Thomas and Eliza- 
beth of Boston in 1648. 
brother, Eliakim, another named Ben, 
a sister Martha were also born in Bos- 
Thomas, the shoemaker, had a 
brother William, who with his wife 
Atice, came as servants in the family of 
Edmund Quincy from England, per- 
haps their best way of getting over. 
These brothers were accused of favoring 
the heresy of Rev. John Wheelwright, 
and with others were dismissed to Exe- 
ter Church, where their last babies 
were properly baptized; and when Rev. 
John Wheelwright became minister at 
Hampton about 1660. young Eliakim 
seems to be his farmer and had mar- 
ried Lydia Perkins of that town. 
Thomas seems to have gone back to 
Boston, followed by William later, 
whose descendants spread into Hamp- 
ton and off towards We!ls and York, 
Eliakim got over in Newbury 
somehow, and in that very corrupt 
community, Lydia, who turns out a 
Quaker prophetess, develops the oddest 
freak of that peculiar people. She felt 
called upon in 1663, to appear to the 
congregation on a Sunday, minus all 
drapery, fora sign. After a violent re- 
action from the first shock of guilty 
consciences, the aroused Puritans tied 
her to Ipswich whipping post and 
lashed a new idea into her. 
perhaps, could not control her prophetic 
action, but he gallantly staid at home 
with her for twenty Sabbaths, and when 
arrested, ‘* charged the worshipful Mr: 
Bradstreet, as he sate upon the bench 
in the face of the county, with acting 
maliciously in the sentence of said 
Wardwell’s wife at Ipswich, with otber 
reproachful speeches” all which cost 
him 5£ and fifteen stripes for himself 
at the whipping post. Another couple 
at Newbury later, got off better in their 
reform work, taking a different tack. 
The goodwife remarked to a male gos- 
sip, that half the married men and all 
the bachelors were in carriage and 
conversation, such that’ good women 
were shamed. The busy body reported 
it at the mill, and soon our reformer 
and his wife were brought to court for 
slander. The developments were so ex- 
traordinary, that the justice decided to 
clear the worthy couple, and secured 
the fines from most of the 
accused half of the citizeus of Newbury. 
While the reform was clearing up New- 
bury, our Samuel was getting to be in 
his 30th year, and is‘thought to have 
married somewhere [a first wife, a son 
Thomas perhaps, dying in Andover in 
1706, also a daughter Mercy, afterwards 
wife of John Wright, being children of 
the first wife. 

In Lynn, old John Hawkes, who 
came over with Endicott, gave his 
iron ore farm to son Adam and wife 
Sara (possibly a Hooper), who lost her 
Adam in 1671, and left her elder chi!- 
dren, John and Rebecca, to keep the 
old home, while she came to Andover 
.with baby Sara, as the wife of Samuel 
Samuel was no common man 
to get euch a wife as that, Her sister, 
Rebecca Hooper, had married John 
Ballard of Andover, who later had the 
privilege of conducting, as constable, 
his unhappy brother-in law to Salem. 
A Rebecca Hawkes married Capt. Thos.

Marshall of the famous Saugus tavern. 
In 1692, Samuel was living in the South 
Parish very near the site of the present 
Downing estate, his holdings stretching 
over to Prospect Hill,to Ducktail swamp 
back up the Boston road to North An- 
dover, with land over on the Merrimac 
fields near the Widow Parker, whose 
son Joseph kept the inn on the Concord 
trail. Samuel’s estate wasa good one, 
as Widow Hawkes, came well dowered, 
and he was a carpenter. The sheriff 
took five cows, nine hogs, and other 
stock, with stores of hay and yrowing 
crops, and his carpenter’s tools, in all 
86£, to pay his board with Sara’s while 
in jail, and the expenses of Samuel’s 
execution. 

Mercy. Wardwell at the first was one 
of the accusers of the Widow Parker, 
her neighbor, who was probably taken 
away soon after Martha Allen. Sam 
uel was indicted in August, probably- 
for free speaking, but accused of prac- 
tising wicked sorceries in Boxford, 
causing Martha Sprague, the step. 
daughter of Moses Tyler, to waste away. 
Also twenty years before that date, he 
had covenanted with the devil agreeing 
to worship him, contrary to King James’ 
statute, if he could only be made a cap- 
tain, an honor Samuel acknowledges 
to have coveted to recommend himtoa 
‘maid Burker, who slighted his suit. 

Tho.was Chandler, captain and rich 
iron worker, threw his influence against 
his neihbor, testifying with Ephraim 
Foster, !o his powers as a fortune tel- 
ler and his practice upon the. young 


people. I do not believe he felt any | 


supernatural powers in this exercise of 
a Yankee gift, (common to many), of 
mind reading and _a gift at guessing al- 
80, that is almost foresight. I myself in 
youth had such a gift that way, that the 
family superstition was roused and I 
was forbidden to excite muy circle in any 
such unlawful fashion, If Samuel ever 
had half the delight I experienced in 
advising and warning with youthful 
impudenee, my betters, life held some 
recreation in his narrow environment 
before he arose into the higher and 
bracing air of martyrdom. Samuel’s 
account of the cat convention bebind 
Bradstreet’s barn and the materializing 
of the black imp and hie baptism in the 
Shawshin were forced from him by the 
examiners, probably because he hoped 
to save his family. But when Martha 
with the four Salem brothers walked 
bravely to death in defense of truth, 
Samuel’s honest soul arose in power, 
and he stood free with his recant, 
choosing in September to swing as “‘one 
of the eight fire brands of hell.” His 
widow and step daughter Hawkes lay 
in jail till January of 1693, when they 
were free, not proven guilty, and they 
cime home withjbaby Rebecca to find 
the deserted farm, with Samuel nearly 
of {age at his Uncle Ballard’s, William 
apprenticed to weaver Samuel Frye, 
Eliakim at Daniel Poor’s, and the child 
Elizabeth at John Stevens in the West 
Parish with Ruth Poor to mother her. 
Sara Wardwell joined Samuel before 
1711, when her son petitions that her 
name be cleared of dishonor, and that 
the heavy debt incurred by the estate 
be made good to the heirs.

I turned the matter over, to “Aunt 
Jane” for immediate action, and I am 
gure Madame Jopkins will find this pre- 
scription entirely satisfactory. 

ROAST BEEF. 

The best pieces for roasting are the 
sirloin and rib pieces—these are expen: 
sive and have more or less waste—A 
rump roast: is more economical, in that 
it has no bones or other waste. 

Wipe the meat, rub over with salt. 
then with flour, and place in the pan 
with no water. If the meat is liked rare, 
have the oven very hot at first and grad- 
ually reduce the heat. &f liked: well 
done, have the oven moderate and cooh 
a longer time. Allow twelve minutes 
to the pound, if liked rare. When suffi- 
ciently cooked, remove. to the serving 
platter, and ad@ two cups of hot water 
to the juice of the meat in the roasting: 
pan, and thicken with two tablespoon- 
fuls flour wet smooth in a little cold 
water, sa't, and pour in the gravy boat, 
and send to the table as “gravy.” 

STEWED TOMATOES. 

Of course the preference is for stewea 
fresh tomatoes; but if out of sehson for 
these, the canned goods are a very good 
substitute. Open the can an hour before 
using, heat in an earthen dish and sea- 
eon with butter and salt. Sugar and 
pepper may be added by individuals, if 
liked. : 
BAKED SQUASH. 

Cut a small sized “Hubbard” of ‘Mar. 
rowfat” squash in large pieces and place 
in a pan in the oven with hea‘ same a. 
for baking potatoes. When soft, take 
a spoon and scrape the squash from the 
hard shell. Season with butter, salt 
and a trifie of sugar and pepper, if liked 

RICH STEAMED PUDDING. 

One cup molasses, one-half cup butte: 
(or one cup suet), one cup milk, one cur 
(more or less) stoned and quartered 
raisins, one-half teaspoonful clove, one- 
half teaspoonful cinnamon, one tea- 
spoonful soda. Flour to mix pretty thick 
Pour into buttered. pudding mould 
Steam two and one-half hours. 

SWEET SAUCE. 

One-half cup butter, one cup powdered 
sugar, one egg, beaten to cream. Filavoi 
with vanilla or lemon. Have the sauce 
cold, and the pudding hot. 

CUSTARD PIE. 

Line plate with rich crust (made ac- 
cording to directions already given ir 
previous dinner), and fill with custard 
made by beating three eggs and one cur 
of sugar together, and adding one gen- 
erous cup of rich milk.’ Bake slowly, 
and remove from the oven before it 
boils, when quite “shaky’’ in the center, 
as it cooks quite a little after leaving the 
oven. When cold, grate nutmeg over the 
top. 


LILY CAKE. 
Two cups sugar, three-quarters cup 
, butter, creamed together. Add whites 
. of our eggs, beaten toa froth. Sift one 
; teaspoonful cream tartar and one-half 


teaspoonful soda into three cups ol 
'  \pastry flour, MPilavor with vanilla, and 
bake in two loaves. 
FROSTING. 

Heat a small piece of chocolate in a 
bow! placed in the oven two or three 
minutes. Add two tablespoonfuls ot 
milk, and stir into it sufficient confec- 
) tioner’s sugar, to make it spread easily, 

and one teaspoonful of vanilla. 
BOILED CUSTARD. 

One quart rich milk, four eggs, one cup 
sugar, Boil milk to boiling point. Add 
sugar and eggs beaten together, and stir 
thoroughly for three minutes. Remove 
from the fire, and stir thoroughly unti) 
cool, Pour into custard cups, and serve 
with fancy crackers. 

GRAHAM GEMS. 

One egg, beaten thoroughly, one cup 
milk, one-half cup sugar, salt, one and 
one-half teaspoonful baking powder 
sifted into one-half cup of white flour. 
Add sufficient graham flour to make a 
thick batter. Drop In spoonfuls into 
very hot buttered gem pans, and bake 
in hot oven. 

This dinner recommends itself, and 
needs no comment from me.

BOILING WATER. 
There is an art in boiling water but 


housekeeper, Water that has once been 
heated, or that has stood any length of 
time in the kettle, cannot be made to 
boil as quickly as freshly drawn cold 
water. If this fact were fully appreci- 
ated, it would have more weight with 
housekeepers as an argument against 
using water that has stood over night, 
than numerous homilies on the unhealth- 
fulness of stale water. 

It may be a deplorable fact, but, never- 
theless, it is a fact, that the average wo- 
man, when in a hurry, cares more for the 
rapidity with which a thing can be done, 
than for its possible effect on the health. 
In country places where the water must 
be brought from a well or pumped out- 
side, the housewife, being in haste, will 
think she hag not time to go for fresh 
water. If she knew that the time spent. 
im getting it would be more than saved 
in the boiling, she would not hesitate 
which to do. 

Fresh water is living, and water that 
has been boiled or allowed to stand long 
absorbing gases and heat, is either dead 
or poisoned. As it is easier to kill the 
living than resuscitate the dead, so is it 
easier to boil fresh water than stale or 
dead water. 

When water has once been. made to boil 
the fire may be much lessenef, as but 
little heat is required to keep it at boil- 
ing point, _ Except in cooking rice, and 
one or two other exceptional cases, there 
is no advantage whatever in making 
water boll furiously. The heat will es- 
cape in steam without raising the tem- 
perature of the water, which though it 
boil ever so wildly, will not go above 212 
Fahrenheit. 

Therefore, all the extra fuel used to 
keep the water boiling rapidly is wasted. 
True economy would avoid such waste, 
and with much less fire accomplish just 
as much. 

For: drinking purposes, water should 
be boiled, bottled immediately and fas- 
tened tight. When cool, lay the bottles 
on the ice. It will be found superior to 
ice-water on all occasions, _ 


APPLE PU. DDING. 

Fill a buttered baking dish with sliced 
apples and pour over the top a batter 
made of one tablespoonful of butter, one- 
half.cup of sugar ,one egg, one-half 
cup of sweet milk, and one cup of 
flour in which has been sifted one tea- 
spoonful of Cleveland’s Superior Bak- 
ing Powder, Bake in a moderate oven 
till brown. Serve with cream and sugar. 
or liquid sauce. Peaches are very nice 
served in this way. 


APPLE CUSTARD. 

Pare, core and slightly stew apple:

of six eggs to a quart of milk. Season 
to taste, pour over the apples and bake 
twenty minutes. Flavor to taste with 
Meicalf’s Water White Vanilla.

FREE POSTAL DELIVERY. 


System will be Inaugurated in Andover be- 
ginning in July. 


The free delivery which has so long 
been delayed and which, under the care- 
ful management. of Postmaster Gold- 
smith, had been earned by the local of- 
fice two yeara ago, is now an assured 
thing and by July ist the delivery of 
mail matter in Andover will be begun. 

A rough draft of the system has been 
laid out by the post-office inspector and 
while there may be a few minor changes, 
the plan we give to-day, exclusively, will 
be the one adopted. Under the post-of- 
fice regulations governing a town the 
size of Andover, the letter carriers’ routes 
will be laid{out, and the territo: y covered 
will extend as far south as Donald's Ink 
Factory, north to Deacon Gould’s, east as 
far as Plato Eames’s and just beyond 
Peter D. Smith’s in the west, but not as 
far as Lincoln Street.

An assault that parrowly escaped be 
ing murder was committed Mondoy 
morning at about'9v' clock at the Everett 
millscorporation boardin: house, num- 
bered 23° Union street, and run by Miss 
‘Hannah Donovan, 

Maurice O’Connell, an inmate of the 
house and an operative in the Russell 
Paper Uv., came to the house this morn- 
ing at about 8.45, in a drunken condi 


tion, and started to make trouble. 
Mrs. Early, the victim of 
the assault, tried to have 


him go out, while the housekeeper 
went out fur the watchman; suddenly 
O'Connell turned on Mrs, Early with a 
a revolver and shot ber twice, once in 
the right breast and once in the left 
side. After committing the assault 
O'Connell left the house and ran duwn 
Union street to Canal to Mill street up 
Mill street to McUarthy’s saloon where 
he was found by Inspector Fred Thomp- 
son and placed under arrest. At the 
police station a revolver of 38 calibre 
was found in his hip pocket, with two 
chambers empty. 

The injured woman was attended by 
Dr. Schaake, who ordered her removed 
to the hospital, where she was resting 
as comfortably as could be expected late 
this forenaon. 

O'Connell had little 10 say when ques- 
tioned about the affair, merely admit- 
ting that he committed the assault. 

o definite cause can be assigned for 
the deed as the parties cuncerned were 
evidently on good terms, 

At the city hospital this morning Drs. 
Dow, Flanders and Manahan, who 
treated Mrs, Early the victim of the 
shooting affair, found that the wounds 
consisted of a bullet wound over the 
right breast and another low in the left 
side, The seriousness of the case they 
were unable to determine at the time 
of going to press ‘The bullets had not 
been found, 

O'Connell was arrested Saturday af- 
ternoon by Patrolman Jordan, for as- 
saulting & woman named Annie Stanton, 
at the home of her employer, Miss Don- 
ovan, on Union street. He inflicted an 
ugly gash on her forehead. 

He was bailed out by his father, and 
ashe did not appear at the session of 
police court this morning, the case was 
defaulted, 

Miss Stanton was in a very weak con- 
dition from loss of blood, and had to be 
taken from the court ‘room. 


MRS. EUNICE EARLY. 


Maurice O'Connell was arraigned in 
the police court Tuesday for assault with 
a dangerous weapon upon Eunice Early 
with intent to kill her and also for as- 
sault upon Annie Stanton, 

He pleaded not guilty to the first 
charge and guilty tothe second. For 
assault upon Annie Stanton he was sen- 
tenced to four months in the house of 
correction. 

The case against him for attempted 
murder was continued until April 2, 
his bail being fixed at $1000. O’Con- 
nell was not represented by counsel. 

The case was continued to ascertain 
the result of the injuries to Mrs. Early, 
who is still at the general hospital. 


Detective Batcheller told the 
court that he had made inquiries 
regarding the woman's condition 
and had been told that one bul- 
let was ‘still in her left breast. The 


bullet which struck her right side went

Unknown Man Found by the Police Mon- 
day Morning. 


In response toa telephone message from 
the transfer station Monday morning 
about 6.30 o’clock, Marshal Bailey with 
Officer Shea and Driver Kean visited the 
Lawrence and Manchester tracks and 
found the disfigured body of an unknown 
man, with one fuot caught in a switch 
near the works of the Archibald Wheel 
Co. 

Medical Examiner Howe was called 
and after viewing the remains ordered 
them removed to Colby’s  under- 
taking rooms where identification is 
awaited. Nothing in the nature of 
personal property was found which 
afforded any clue as to the man’s 
identity. 

The man appeared te be rather be- 
yond middle age, was about 5 ft.. 9

During six months the board has 
spent some $9000 on diptheria cases, 
mostly: in maintaining quarintine. 
officers at infected houses, and this has 
proved unsatisfactory. 

It is thought that the cases can be 
better cared for and isolated at less ex- 
pense in a hospital. | 


Haverhill,, March 23.—Among the 

presidential appointments sent in at 
Washington was that of Boyd B. Jones 
of this city, as United States attorney 
for the district of Massachusetts. 
‘The appointment has been expected 
for some time, and the story of the 
choice of the Haverhill man upon the 
recommendation of the bench of the 
state has been told in the Gazette, 

Mr. Jones is a native of Georgetown, 
having been born in 1856. His educa- 
tion was gained in the town schools, in 
Colby academy, New London, N. H., 
and in the Boston University School of 
Law, from which he graduated in the 
class of 1876. He was admitted to the 
Essex bar in’1878, and since that time 
has been engaged in rhe practice of law 
in this city, being first associated with 
his father, the late J. P. Jones, and at 
the death of the latter succeeding with 
Mellin A. Pingree to the practice, which 
has become one of the most extensive 
in the city.

* Wicked Flames. “*' 


Sargent’s Stable in’ North Andover, in 
which a valuable horse was poisoned 
Saturday, was gutted Monday noon by a 
fire, supposed to be of incendiary origin. 
The fire was discoveréd ‘by Mrs. 8. D. 
Hinxman, who saw the roof enveloped 
in smoke about 11.30 o'clock. Charles 
W. Hinxman, her son, saw it about the 
same time, and soon gave the alarm at 
the parish engine house. 

The owner was washing carriages, and 
with help was soon at work removing 
horses and portable property. The fire 
department was handicapped, the horses 
being absent from the building. The 
pair nearest the house drew the steamer 
to railroad square and then returned for 
the hose cart. A bucket brigade held 
the flames in check as best they could 
until the department was in working 
order. The flames started in the sonth. 
west corner of the barn just at the head 
of the stairs. The building was 85x28 
feet. and was insured for about $800, 
Loss estimated tobe $1,000. From re- 
cent happenings the owner appears to be 
the victim of spite and cowardly attack 
for which he can in no way account.

horse stealing has since developed into a 
dastardly attempt at'poisoning. At 7.40 
o'clock Saturday morning the Bolton 
boy, who assists in caring for the stable 
of Fred L. Sargent, found the door un- 
lucked and the horse known as “‘Jim” 
hitched and standing on the stable fluor 
ouiside the stall harnessed. 

“Jue,” a second animal, had been taken 
from his usuab stall to another vear at 


hand. These facts were reported to the 


owuver. Later, **Pete,” a favorite driving 


‘| hoise, became suddenly ill, and Dr. Fuller 


was summoned, and to him the dilated 
pupils of the eyes and other symptoms 
‘suggested acase of poisoning. Prompt 
investigation revealed that a large quan- 
tity of paris green had been mixed with 
the feed given to this particular horse, a 
considerable quantity of which was found 
in the bottom of the feed box. Later, an 
empty bux, which had contained poison, 
was found in a nose bag which was hang- 
ing in an{obs¢ure corner of the barn near 
the cellar door, © 

There was no indication that the other 
animals bad been given any of the poison 
although the amount used was sufficient 
to have: destroyed many horses. Officer 
Pinkham is working up clues and the 
ease will receive thorough police investi- 
gation, although the perpetrator of the 
low, mean and cowardly outrage on the 
poor animal, is as yet unknown. The 
owner could assign no motive for the 
perpetration of tne deed. 

The horse died injgreat agony Tuesday 
‘morning about 3.45 o’clock in the stable 
of J. H. Rea, and'Dr. George S. Fuller of 
Lawrence madé.a post murtem examina 
tion at two oclock in the afternoon to 
ascertain the cause of thedeath, Asa 
result of the examination, the doctor was 
‘convinced that paris green had béen used 
in large quantities. The jstomach peri- 
jtoneum and intestines indicated acute 
inflammation... .He should judge that two 
ounces.of the poison had been used. 


Accused of “Wilfally and-*Feloniously 
“ae Burning a Building. 
“In consequence of what was made 
known to Judge Frye Monday afternoon, 
about 4 o’clock a warrant, alleging the 
setting fire to and burning of a stable, 
the property of Fred L. Sargent, was is- 
sued against, Walter Murphy, a young 
man of about,20 years, son of John L. 
Murpby of Railroad and Sargent Streets. 
Chief of Police Ropinson served the war- 
rant, about 630 o'clock when the young 
man returned from carrying the mail to 
the Centre. Bail was required to the 
amount of $2000 and was furnished by 
John L, and’ John Murphy about 7.40 
o'clock on the evening of the arrest. The 
time of hearing the case is to-morrow at 
2 o’clock, 

, This arrest, it is rumored, may be fol- 
lowed by others, and startling develop- 
ments may be the-outcome.
